No better choice could be 
made for the job of mediator 
in the Kashmir.dispute than 
the Australian jurist and man 
of affairs, Sir Owen Dixon. 
He has gained marked dis- 
tinction in sucht varied fields 
as diplomacy, law, and big 
business. ° 


The Indian sub-continent 
has not been a source of much 
comfort to the rest of. the 
world since independence and 
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play. of Party politics on for- 
eign policy in the United 
States, the Shanghai evacua- 
tion fiasco, and other depress- 
ing items turned with relief 
to happier developments in 
India. The two’ Dominions 
have now, to quote Sardar 
Patel, “begun to reverse 
|the process” that has been. 
going on ever since they be- 
came independent two and a 
half years ago. : 

The process had gone so far 
that they had come to talk 
openly of war. They were 
actually on the verge of war. 
They ‘had committed each 
other .to every act of enmity 
short of armed warfare: pro- 
paganda war, tradé war, cur- 
rency war, and ‘communal 
-conflict,—They—ranged__the 
world to buy and sell rather 
than deal with each other, 
though under the Raj they 
had. long since become com- 
plementary in their economic 
affairs. The public temper 
had become so ugly that there 
was hardly an act of sanity 
by ‘their leaders that did not 
seem madness or an act of 
madness that did not seem 
sanity. 

-But the last decisive step 
was not to war~it was to 
peace. The road to real peace 
and harmony between the 
two peoples {s a long and hard 
‘| one, and there will be many 
checks and frustrations on the 
way.
